IS.—Demoralization 
In the ranks of the German Infantry 
on the Somme battle front is plainly 
evident as a result of the terror caus 
od by the overwhelming success of the 
new British battle car. 
Prisoners bi ought in from the batter­ 
ed down Teuton trenches ten of the 
amazement and dismay with 
w h ic h 
they watched the huge, lumbering and 
almost grotesque war automobiles— 
lf such they may be called—crash for- 
wsrd over the torn-up fields of con­ 
elet, and as the> saw their own ma 
chine gun bullets turn simply to “blue 
sparks on the armor," as they ex­ 
pressed it themselves. Nothing check­ 
ed the advance of the new fighting 
machine. 
The Germans fell before 
them “like grain before the reaper,” 
s i f t one observer. 
Friday was the most dramatic day 
In the history of the British army in 
France. 
As the hostile forcer face I 
each other it appeared, affording to 
all precedents, that the British would 
settle down in their newly won posi­ 
tions and awalt the customary Ger­ 
man counter attnrk. but the British 
did nothing of the kina. 
They anticl 
pated the onslaught of the kaiser’* 
troops with a dashing, smashing at­ 
tack of their own, with their infantry

Berlin Confirm s Muscovite Success In 


Galicia W here T u rks Are Fighting 


W ith Teutons. 


London, 
Sept. 
18.—Russian troops 
have resumed their closingin move­ 
ment on the Galician town of Hall z, 
southeast of 1/cmberg, on the Dniester, 
according to official advices from Pe* 
trograd. 
These state that the Teutons have 
been dislodged from positions south of 
Breexany, on the Zlota-Lipa, northeast 
of Halter, and that the Russians are 
attacking along the Podvysoke-Hallf* 
railway line, where more than three 
thousand Germans were taken prison­ 
er and twenty maehine guns captured. 
It is also revealed that Turkish troops 
are fighting In Galicia. 
This report of Russian success Is 
confirmed by the official statement 
issued In Berlin concerning operations 
on the eastern front. 
This states that 
heavy offensive operations by the Rus­ 
sians have been 
in 
progress 
along 
large sections of the front in Russia 
and Galicia, and that Loops of Arch­ 
duke Charles Francis, resisting the 
Russian advance toward Hallcg, were 
forced back for a short distance. 
In 
all other sectors, Rerlln declares, the 
Teutonic forces have been able to hold 
their ground. 
The statement issued by tho Petro- 
grad war office says: 
“Western (Russian) front: In the 
region south of Breezany, on the right 
bank of the Zlota Lipa, stubborn fight­ 
ing is taking place. 
Our troops, hav­ 
ing dislodged 
the 
enemy, 
raptured 
part of his positions, and took prison 
er fourteen officers and 537 Turkish 
men. 
In the region of the river An 
raiuvka and the railway line from 
Podvysnke to Halter, fighting cont n 
ues. The enemy here has already suf­ 
fered great losses in killed and wound 
ed and left In our hands about 3174 
prisoners. 
The prisoners are exclu­ 
sively 
Germans 
and 
include thirty 
four off.cera. 
" 
“We also captured twenty machine 
guns and two trench glint. 
Ola gal­ 
lant Crimean cavalry squadrons at­ 
tacked two enemy batteries and, hav­ 
ing sal) red the attendant gunners, 
threw three guns Into the ditch and 
captured four Limbors. 
The lather, 
however, they did not succeed in car­ 
rying away, as an approaching Gor 
man battalion opened a fierce machine 
gun and rifle fire on our cavalry.
